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Oa the latter end of February, 
1643. the Queen, who had been ac- 
cuſed of pawning the Jewels of the 
Crown, came to him, and brought 
oreat ſupplies of Powder, Arms, and 
Ammunition. The enſning Sum- 
mer made the King Maſter of the 
North and weſt; tome few places 
only excepted, The Earl of New- 
caſtle had cleared all beyond the 
T rent, but Hull, and Prince Rapert, 
and Prince Manrice had reduecd 
Briſtol, Exeter, and all the Towns of 
any importance in the Welt, Pool, 
Lime and Plimonuth excepted , but 
making ſome ſtay ro reduceG/ocefter, 
the Siege was raiſed by the Ear! 
of Eſſex, and on the twentieth of 


- September, the famous Battel of 


Newbary was fought, where many 
were ſlain on both ſides, and on 


the next day Prince Rupert followed 


the Rear of the Earl of Zſex Army 
almoſt as far as Readz»g., 

The K. being come to Oxford, he 
ſummoned a Parliament, which ap- 
peared on the two and twentieth 
day of Fanxary; andon the Roa 
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of che ſame moach the Scots Army 
entred England, conſiſting of eigh- 
reen thouſand foot; and two thou- 
ſand horſe , at this rime Newark be- 
ing beſieged by Sir John Meldrum , 
wich an Army of ſeven thouſand , 
Prince Rypert, with four thouſand 
borſe, and one chouſand foot, doth 
raiſe the ſiege : noc long afcerwards 
Latham-houſe was relieved by him. 

The Queen went from Oxford to 


the Weſt of England, April 16. 


where, at Exeter, ſhe was delivered 
of a Daughter Henrerta, who, not 
long afterwards, did follow her into 
France, where ſhe itill remains ; on 
the year defore, ſhe was brought to

Sir Thomas Fairfax, who (as I 
have ſaid) was wholly made Gene- 
ral in the place of the Earl of Zſſex, 
beariog this, advanced from Gs//ing 
to Naſcby , where, obſerving great 
bodies ot horſe to appear on the hills 
neer Harborough, be ordered ihe 
Army to randezvouze near tO Naſe- 
by, to which places the royal Army 
made their approaches. | 

Saturday, the fourteenth of Zane, 
both Armies ingaged ; the King ba- 
ving the better at the firſt:for Prince 
Rupert bad routed one wing of the 
Parliaments horſe, and followed the 
chace at arſton- Moor lo unadyi- 
ſedly, that he left the whole body of 
the foot opento the other wing, who 
giving them a gallant charge, did put 
the whole Army to an abſolute rout, 
and made themlclves Maſters. of the

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Kings Camp, Carriage and Cannon, 
and of his Cabiner alfo, where many 
Letters were found, which the Par» 
liament afrerwards publiſhed. 

After this Leiceſter.was immed:- 
ately reduced, and General Fairfax, 
marching into the Welt,defeated che 
Lord Goring, ard became Maſter of 
all the Garriſons inthe Weſt, and, 
for a concluſion of al), had the City 
of Briſtol ſurrendred unto him, ac 
the ſame time, there being no hope 
of relief, Pomfret,and Scarborough, 
and Carlile, and ſome other Garri- 


Jons in the North, did yield them- 


ſelves unto che mercy of the Parlia- 
ment, and Baſing-houſe,which along 
time had beeq beſieged, was ſtorm- 
edand nb oy bo Lieutenant General 
Cromwell. 

A great 'defeat was piven to the 
Lord Hoptosn, at Torrington, and the 
ſame fortune attended Sir Afarma- 
duke Langaale at Sherburs: all being 
loſt in the Weſt, the P:ince of Wales 
found. the-opportunity -to convey 
himſelt into: France.

Pr:nces quarrel. 

After ith's the King returned to 
Oxford, and was ſo much incenſed 


- againſt his two Nephews, Prince 


Rupert and dawrice, ferdelivering 
vp ſuch places of great importance 
inthe Weſt, the loſs of Zrifebdid 
molt of all perplex him , who there- 


wpor, when Prince Ryxpert and his 


Brother Mawrice returned t0 Ox- 
ford , did command them to be d:ſ- 
armed, and would not ſuffer them to 
walk the {treets with their ſwords by 
their ſides, as they bad done former- 
Iy, though afterwards they were re- 
ſtored again to all appearances of f«- 
Vour. 

In the tweaty firſt of Adarch, Sir 
Zacob Aſtley was beaten at Donxing- 
oy nearunto. Stow in the Wold,in & 
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which fight himſelf was taken prifo- 
ner, and the Kings hopes quite loſt, 

Wherefore,on the twenty ſeventh 
of Aprs/, heleft the City of Oxford 
ina diſguiſe, and on the fourth of 
May, did put himſelf into the hands 
of the Scots at Newark, who carried 
him to Newcaſtle, wbich occaſioned 
the ſurrender of Oxford co the Lord 
Fairfax on the twenty fourth of 
7 ane following. 

On the fifreenth of 7aly, Prince 
Rapert went for France, and Prince 
AMaurice to the Hague. 

In the midſt of Aug»ſt, or there- 
abouts, the Scots ſold the King for 
the ſfumm of two hundred thouſand 
pounds in ready mony, the Com- 
miſſioners ſent by the Houle co re- 
ceive bim, dd brivg him ro Holmby., 

On che fourteenth of Seprember, 
the Exrl of Eſſex died, 

In the month of February, the 
Scots abandoned Newcaſtle, and the
